FOURTEENTH ARTICLE. 


Written/or the Gettysburg Compiler. 


"When the two brothers had reached 


Isabella there was much interchange of 
Dews and thought to occupy them in 
their first conference; and the Admiral's 
anxiety to know the condition of the 
colony elicited a wearisome story, little 
calculated to make any better record in 
Spain than the reports of his own rule 
in the island. 


It was about this time, that the deci- 


sion of the theologians, that to be taken 
in war, or to be guilty of slaying any of 
tiieir majesty's liege subjects, was quite 
enough to render the Indians fit subjects 
for the slave block, and the Admiral gave 
directions that this test should be kept 
up for the supply of slaves, 03 some re- 
compense or substitute for the sparseness 
of gold. 


Bartholomew had selected the site for 


a new town near the mouth of the 
Ozema, convenient for the shipment of 
the Ilayna treasure, and, naming it at 
lirst the Kew Isabella, it soon after re- 
ceived the more permanent appellation 
of Santo Domingo, which it still I/ears. 


The Adelantado had a pleasing story 


to tell of the way in which he had brought 
the cacique of the province of Haragua 
into subjection, all through the influence 
of the widow of Caonales, the chief who 
had died on the passage to Spain. A 
fete was prepared for the Adelantado in 
which Auacaona appeared on a litter, 
with no apparel.but garlands, surround- 
ed by a host of Indian maidens in similar 
costume with palm brandies, and salut- 
ed the Adelantado; the whole reminded 
one as if the beautiful dryads of the old- 
en tales had slipped out of the vernal 
woods, and the widow the most beauti- 


further granted indulgences of one kind 
or another to such as chose to remain in 
Espanola. 


Unavoidable delays were met with in 


the disorganized state of tho colony in 
getting the ships ready for those of the 
turbulent horde who were to return in 
them to Spain, and when they were ready 
a storm disabled one of them aud there 
were other delays. This offered new 
grounds for dispute and it was necessary 
to revise the agreement, Roldan among 
other demands insisting th.it proclama- 
tion should te made of the baseless 
character of the charges against him and 
his accomplices; ami that he himself 
should be restored to his oflice of Alcalde 
Mayor. Columlms, who had in the 
meantime received news that there was 
little chance of relief to be expected from 
Spain, seeing the helplessness othissitua- 
tion, he sufficiently humbled lu'mself to 
accept the terms. When these were sub- 
mitted to the body of tho mutineers they 
added anot' sr clause, giving them the 
right to enforce the agreement by com- 
pulsion in case the Admiral failed to 
carry it out. This agreement was rati- 
fied at Santo Domingo, Sept. 28th, 1499. 


It was not a pleasant task for Colum 


bus to brook the presence of Roldan and 
his victorious faction in Santo Domingo. 
The reinstated Alcalde had no occasion 
to he very complaisant after he had seen 
the Admiral cringe before him. Grants 
of lands were to be given to those who 
remained, and Columbus, in making the 
grants of land endeavored to separate 
the restored rebels as much as be could, 
in order to avoid the risks of other mutin- 
ous combinations. He agreed with the 
caciques that they should be relieved 
from the ordinary tribute of treasure, 
if they would furnish these new grantees 
with laborers for their farms. Thus at 


could bring them where they could de- 
fend at the antipodes their rights nnder 
the Bull of Demarcation. Columbus 
sought India and found America without 
knowing it. Cabral, bound for the Cape 
of Good Hope, stumbled upon Brazil and 
pre-empted the share of Portugalin the 
New World as Da Gama had already se- 
cured it in Asia. Thus the African 
route revealed both Cathay and America. 


From these voyages, commencing with 


those of Columbus along the spaces of 
the Caribbean Sea, we get the best in- 
formation, all things considered, from 
the testimonies of the participants in 
them which were rendered in the famous 
law-suit which the Crown waged against 
the heirs of Columbus. La Cosa who 
was called the best of the pilots then 
living made a map which gives us the 
best cartographical results of these same 
voyages up to the summer of 1500. La 
Cosa seems to be the first to put down 
Cubit as an island, and this was eight 
years before Ocampo sailed around it. 
It became a question, after Humboklt 
had made the La Cosa chart public in 
1833, how its maker had got the informa- 
tion of the insularity of Cuba. Hum-

He planned to assassinate the Adelan- 
tado, under cover of a tnmul t, which was 
to be started at an execution ordered by 
him, but before the day appointed the 
offender was pardoned. Soldan had 
about seventy well armed men in liis 
party. The course of these men was so 
outrageous and all efforts at pacification 
had failed, that there was nothing left 
for the Adelantado to do but to outlaw 
the rebels, who, in turn, sped away to 
what Irving calls the soft witcheries of 
the Haragua dryads. The arch rebel 
was thus out of the way for a time, but 
liis influence still worked among the In- 
dians, and Bartholomew had not long to 
wait before the garrison at Conception 
was made aware of a native conspiracy 


the hands of Columbus arose the begin- 
ning of that system of ropartiamentoes, 
with all its miseries for the poor natives, 
which aided so largely in their extinction. 
Other demands were made by Eoldan 
and Columbus met them all. 


"While the Admiral was making ex- 


planations to the mouarclis by letter of 
the reasons for signing the capitulations 
with Roldan, and asking foi assistance, 
he was ignorant of the way in which the 
Spanish Court had already made tress- 
passes upon liis prerogatives as Admiral 
of the Indies. He was soon to become 
painfully conscious of what was done. 
The real hero of Columbus' second voy- 
age. Alonzo de Ojeda, comes again on 
the scene. ITe was in Spain when the 
accounts which Columbus bad trans- 
mitted to Court of hi<i discoveries about 
the Gulf of Paria reached Seville. A 
private voyage was determined on. The 
ships were fitted out at Seville in the lat- 
ter part o£ 14&9, and some men, famous 
in those years, made part of the

pass what Columbus saw aud heard of 
the bedraggled and impoverished settle- 
ment at Isabella. The stores which he- 
had brought would be helpful in restor- 
ing confidence and health, but it was a 
source of anxiety to him that nothing 
had been heard of the three caravels from 
which he had parted off Ferro. These 
vessels appeared not long afterwards, 
bringing a new perplexity. A few days 
before reaching Santo Domingo, the 
ships had anchored off the territory of 
Behechio, where Eoldan and his followers 
were sojourning. Eoldan boldly went 
on board, and, ascertaining their condi- 
tion, he represented that he was station- 
ed in that region to collect the tribute, 
and was in need of stores, arms and 
munitions. The commander at once 
sent on shore what he demanded. The 
chief of the commanders of the vessels, 
undertook, when the truth was known, 
to bring therevolters back to their loyal- 
ty, but he argued in vain. Learning 
that Eoldan was likely soon to lead his 
men near Port Conception, Columbus 
notified its commander to be on his 
guard. He also directed him to seek an 
interview with the rebel leader, in order 
to lure him back to duty by offer of par- 
don from the Admiral. Eoldan, how- 
ever, was in no mood to succumb. His 
force had grown, and some of the lead- 
ing Spaniards had been drawn towards 
him. 
So he defied the Admiral in his 


speeches. There being little chance of 
any turn of affairs for the better with 
which he could regale the sovereigns, 
Columbus ordered the waiting ships to 
sail, and on October 18th they put to sea. 


Columbus sent letters to themonarchs 


urging them to recall Boldan to Spain 
for examination. At the same time he 
requested that a further license be given, 


which sailed in them. Amcricus Ves- 
pucius is said to have been one, alout 
whose voyage there seems some perver- 
sion of chronology. The expedition of 
Ojeda sailed May 20th, 1499. They 
made land 200 leagues east of the Orino'- 
co, and then, guided 
liy Columbus' 


charts, the ships followed his track 
through the Serpent's aud the Dragon's 
mouths. Thence passing Margarita they 
sailed on towards the mountains which 
Columbus had seen and finally entered a 
gulf where they saw some pile dwellings 
of the natives. They accordingly named 
the basin Ve.ur:iulu, in reference to the 
great sea built city of Venice, in the 
Adriatic. Ojeda turned eastward soon 
after, having run short of provisions, he 
then approached the prohibited Espanola, 
and hoped to elude notice wliile foraging 
at its western end. Tidings of Ojeda's 
presence were transmitted to Santo Do- 
mingo. 


Ignorant of what he had to deal with 


in these intruders till reports came to 


boldt was convinced that though a 
"complacent witness" to Columbus' 
ridiculous notarial transaction during 
his second voyage, La Cosa had dared to 
tell the truth, even at the small tisk of 
having his tongue pulled out. The Ad- 
miral's belief, bolstered after his own 
faseion by suborning his crew, was far 
from being accepted by all. 


AVe may perliaps question now if the 


official promulgation of the Cuban cir- 
cumnavigation by Sebastian Ocampo in 
1508, was much rnoro than the Spanish 
acknowledgement of its insularity, when 
they could no longer deny it. Whether 
La Cosa understood the natives better 
than Columbus, or whether he had in- 
formation of which we have no record, 
it is certain that within two years rumor 
or fact had brought it to the knowledge 
of the Portuguese that the westerly end 
of Cuba lay contiguous to a continental 
shore, stretching to the north in much 
the position of the eastern seaboard of 
the United States. 
This is manifest 


from the fact that a map was sent from 
Lisbon to Italy before oSTovember, 1502, 
on which it is prefigured. 


We know not what unexpected devel- 


opments may further have sprung from 
obscure and furtive explorations, which 
were now beginning to be common, and 
of which the record is often nothing 
more than an inference. Stories of gold 
and pearls were great incentives. The 
age was full of a spirit of private adven- 
ture. The voyages of Ojeda, Xino and 
I'inzon were but the more conspicuous 


"Maybe our hoodoo is dead," said a 


prominent treasury department official 
the other day. "We have not heard from 
him uowfor nearly ayear," he continued, 
"and it maybe that he is out of the 
country, seriously ill, or dead. When his 
hand is at rest, nobody will be able to 
duplicate his work." 


We had been conversing about coun- 


terfeiters, and the means of detecting and 
punishing those criminals, when my 
friend referred to the ."treasury hoodoo" 
in the words quoted above. It seems 
thai, while the criminals who imitate the 
national currency are usually found out 
and punished, there is one man who has 
been counterfeiting for years, and has 
eluded the sharp, shrewd detectives who 
are constantly in the employ of Uncle 
Hum. This one man, however, ia a sort 
of monomaniac, and is comparatively 
harmless. He produces only one coun- 
terfeit every six months, and it is usually 
only a fifty or a twenty-dollar bill. The 
department officials regard him rather as 
a crank than a criminal. He does his 
work with a pen, and it must take very 
nearly all of his time, for six months, to 
complete one of his imitations. The pro- 
fessional counterfeiters make plates and 
dies, whereby they can produce many 
thousands of dollars of their spurious 
goods, while this man, fortunately, can 
make but one at a time; and he usually 
makes only two in each year. The pro- 
fessional 
counterfeiters 
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to last two years, for the capture and 
transmission of Indians to be sold into 
slavery. No doubt Boldan had his 
friends among the returning Spaniards 
who would represent, his side to the 
sovereigns. 


The sliips gone, the Admiral gave him- 


self to the difficult task of pacifiying the 
colony.

Finally, persuasions had some 
effect on Eoldan and others. A guaran- 
tee of safe conduct was sent and Boldan 
soon presented himself before the Ad- 
miral. The demands of the rebel and 
the prerogatives of the Admiral, were 
too far apart for any accommodation. 
To disarm charges of exaction, Columbus 
made public proclamation of a readiness 


Columbus that Ojeda was in command 
and that he was cutting dye woods there- 
abouts, after considerable mano-uvre- 
ing and landing at several points on the 
island, Ojeda finally made for some is- 
lands where he completed his ladings of 
slaves and set sail for Spain, arriving in 
Cadiz in June, 1500. 


"U'liile Columbus was congratulating 


himself on being well rid of this danger- 
ons visitor, he-5 as not at all aware of 
the uncontrollable eagerness which the 
reports of pearls had created in the ad- 
venturous spirits in the Spanish seaports. 
Among these was Peidro Alonzo Xino 
who had accompanied Columbus on his 
first voyage. License was granted to 
liim a few days after that given to Ojeda 
and of similar import. All this was in 
direct violation and forgetfulness of the 
vested rights of Columbus. Piuzon sail- 
ed from Palos and was only a few days 
behind Ojeda in reaching the coast of the 
new world, and studiously attended to 
the main object of bartering for pearls, 
and when they reached Spain on their 
return in April, 1.300. and laid out the 
shares for the crown, for the owner of 
the vessel and for the crew, o£ the rich 
stores of pearls which they had gathered, 
men said, "Here at last is one voyage to 
the new world from which some adequate 
return is got." 
And so the first com- 


mensurate productof the Indies, instead 
of saving the credit of Columbus, filled 
the pockets of an unfriendly and inter- 
loping adventurer. 


Other more considerable undertakings 


to explore the new country, of the same 
illegitimate character, were fitted out, 


Prof. Atwatcr calls attention to the 


2 company deficiency of protein in our agricultural 


products and shows how tin's tends to 
increase the already too great proportion 
of fat and carbohdj drates in the food we 
eat. Corn, our great staple, is poor in 
protein at the best. The larger part of 
our pork is made from corn. Pork made 
from corn exclusively has relatively little 
lean. The corn fed pork in the market 
is mostly fat. On this subject il is said 
the pork producer in this country has 
come to be essentially a manufacturer of 
fat. 
Like other manufacturers he must 


compete hi the markets of the world, 
home and foreign. He meets serious 
competition in the fat of other meats, in 
cottonseed oil and in petroleum. The 
home market is relatively overstocked 
with fat pork. There are, then, two 
tilings for the pork producers to do- 
make leaner pork and get better access 
to foreign markets. Leaner pork can be 
obtained by the use of nitrogenous foods 
—skirn milk, bran, shorts, cottonseed 
meal, if it can be advantageously utiliz- 
ed ; beans, peas, clover, alfalfa, and other 
leguminous plants. It is, however, im- 
practicable for many pork producers to 
change their system of feeding at oncf. 
The bulk of the pork of the country is 
and for some time must be manufactured 
from corn, but where nitrogenous foods 
are available they should be used, and 
where they are not an attempt ahouW 
be made to introduce them. Skim milk 
is rich in protein, and Professor Atwater 
states that on this account it is excellent, 
not simply for making the lean pork that 


known to the detectives and inspectors, 
and their number is very limited. De- 
tection is certain and the penitentiary 
receives them. 


This one individual who has eluded 


detection is believed to be making noth- 
ing out of his work, and he apparently 
tries to make restitution, too. After ex- 
ecuting and passing his counterfeit, a 
good note of the same value is inclosed 
in an envelope and sent to the treasury 
department, from the same town in 
which the counterfeit is made. This is 
evidently intended to pay back to the 
government the amount of the counter- 
feit ; but the crank, whoever he is, does 
not make proper restitution. The good 
money sent to the treasury department 
is deposited in the "conscience fund;" 
but the last holder of the note loses the 
amount. The government loses nothing, 
for it rejects the counterfeit every time 
it turns up. These pen and ink imita- 
tions come to the department from dif- 
ferent cities; and it is presumed that the 
"hoodoo" leaves as soon as he passes his 
note, and then goes to work upon anoth- 
er one in some other locality. Moreover, 
the note which he issues and passes may 
remain in circulation for some time be- 
fore it reaches the treasury. Consequent- 
ly, although nothing has been heard of 
from that source for nearly a year, one 
of the notes may now be in circulation. 
If so it may ultimately turn up at the 
treasury department, where it will be re- 
jected and destroyed. 


The work of this criminal crank is re- 


markably well done, and it takes a pro- 
fessionalile expert to detect one of his 
bills. He uses his pen very cleverly, re- 
producing exact imitations of the steel 
plate engravings of the distinguished 
men whose busts adorn the currency, and 
with iuk of the exact tintTvhich is used 
by the plate printers in the government 


chief of police was noti6ed, detectives 
were sent to all the depots and wharves 
to watch for the woman, and she was 
captured as she was boarding a train 
She had a good $1,000 bill in her pocket; 
and that was the one originally offered 
to the clerk. She had ten other bills, 
each of them of the «!,*» denomination, 
and they were counterfeits. 
She was 


going to Xew York to work the same 
scheme.

Moreover, the forger who made the bills 
is serving his sentence. Theso criminals 
cannot long keep out of the clutches of 
the law. 


The museum of the secret service eon- 


tains not only specimens of the work of 
this class of criminals, but the photo- 
graphs of many of them—a rogues' gal- 
lery. The attendants and guides ex- 
plain many things which would other- 
wise be passed unnoticed. For example, 
if you were to see an imitation five- 
dollar note, with an advertisement of a 
hair tonic on one end of it, you would 
not suppose that that was intended to 
be a counterfeit; and probably it was not 
originally so intended. But that adver- 
tisement lias beeu passing among ignor- 
ant negroes in the south as a genuine 
five-dollar bill until it is nearly worn 
out. It was first given to the public in 
Chicago as a genuine advertisenieut, but 
some rascals gathered up a number of 
copies, took them south, and passed

bank note. It has a picture of Manager 
Spalding on the front, and the pictures 
of the baseball team on the back. That 
advertisement, which is an imitation of a 
gold certificate, was used as good money 
among ignorant people until it had to be 
suppressed. Yet when it was issued no 
harm was intended. 


My attention was called to a $1,000 


government bond wliich was counter- 
feit, and yet it is exactly like the good 
bonds of the government. Many years 
ago a certain bank in Xew York was 
given an order for a plate for a $1,000 
bond. An expert engraver was put to 
work and faithfully executed the design 
which was furnished him. He worked 
all day on the plate for the government, 
and then he worked at night at home on 
a similar plate. Both were finished to- 
gether. The government accepted the 
plate and paid for the work. Immedi- 
ately after the government bonds were 
issued this engraver printed over $200,- 
000 of similar bonds from his duplicate 
plate. It was as clever a crime as ever 
was committed. But before a single one 
of those counterfeits was issued the 
treasury detectives arrested the man who 
carried them to Chicago, and he is now 
in the penitentiary. From this you can 
judge how closely these detectives watch 
suspected men and how promptly they 
detect them. The law never shows any

EXPLOSIVE CELLULOID.—As the mail

You will see, however, 
sufficient to show you what a dangerous 
business counterfeiting is. Those secret 
service experts can trace a bogus note to 
its author invariably; and the courts 
speedily place such criminals where they 
can do no more harm. The only notor- 
ious criminal undetected is the pen and 
ink hoodoo; and he is comparatively 
harmless. In reply to an inquiry as to 
why this criminal may not as well pro- 
duce a $100 bill with his skillful pen, as 
well as a twenty or fifty, an official said: 
"He could undoubtedly produce one of 
that denomination, or even a $10,000 
note. We wish that he would. Before 
any man would accept a hundred dollar 
note, or one of higher denomination, he 
would scrutinize it more closely, and he 
would also scrutinize the man who ten- 
dered it. As soon as this man produces 
a note of higher denomination, we will 
be able to trace him, for we will know 
pretty soon where the bill was issued, and 
by whom. As it is, these counterfeits 
are so well made that almost any store- 
keeper would accept one of them, pass it 
to a customer, who would in turn pass 
it to another business man, and so on 
through a hundred or more hands, so 
that we cannot trace it back to its author. 
If he will only produce a bigger note, we 
will have him in our custody."

Meade, Keynold 
and McCall had commanded these famon 
men before Crawford bad been called to lead 
them in battle. He was tbe surgeon o 
Fort Snmler when the first gun of the Re 
bellion was fired. Whether in military o 
civil life he never did a thing that was no 
attuned to tbe discipline of tbe hoar 
General Crawford was a great traveler, and 
it is probable that no m in of onr wax times 
ever went farther and knew intimately mor> 
public men. He was not a West Poin 
graduate. He fell into the army from tbe 
University of Pennsylvania and achieve! 
distinction because he bad the sand to be the 
last officer who qnit Snmter when Beaure-

Water Cow* Oftcnei. 


A writer in Farm Journal calls attention 


to tbe frequency with which cows drink 
while in pasture, saying the water provided 
In cows, at any season ol tbe year, is a 
tteUa which depends largely not only on 
the profits and income from the dairy 
business, but tbe health and thriit of the 
cow* themselves, and at all times free access 
to pure water should be allowed. Did yon 
•w watch cows in pasture? They glaze, 
contenStdly lie down to chew tbe cod nnder 
some tree, and then all get up and slowly 
go »« tbe spring or stream. They never 
'•drink like fish" or as hastily as a man at 
• railroad lunch counter. They bave no no- 
tion of saving lime. As an unthinking boy 1 
used to get impatient with tbeir deliberate 
ways. Each cow will dabble in the apring 
and use ten minutes to half an hour drink- 
ing what she will be forced to gulp down in 
two minutes in Winter, and ice water at 
that. They will begin to teed again placidly, 
only to return later for another little drink. 
At evening the cows linger by the river, 
loth to leave it for the yard during the 
night Oa being turned ont at 5 30 or 6 
tbe next morning they proceed to drink be- 
fore eating. All this on green food. 
What 


mnt be tbeir condition fed only on dry hay, 
bedded on dry floors, and standing with dry 
hoofs with only one or two shivering drinks 
daily all Winter? No wonder they lessen 
tbeir flow of milk and then go dry; no wonder 
ensilage is counted it wonderful food. Fix a 
permanent trough by the row of the rnacg- 
•n, and lei each cow bave a lid which sbe 
can herself raise and drink at will. 
Then 


note the increased courage, appetite and 
pnjdnct of each cow, and say, if yon dare, 
thai there is not food value in watei. 
Plenty of good water will make sleek coats 
and plump forms, while the calves will be 
stronger than if their dams suffer for drink 
when feverish. 
Good colts and fat steers 


can only be expected with the same diet. 
A brute that ia fretful from any cause is un- 
profitable, and a dissatisfied, suffering cow 
can but yield milk unfit for babies, if not 
for men and women.

Barnyards. 


Barnyards, as usually arranged, are about 


twice the size needed for tbe economical 
•ring ot man are, and that ehonld be a con- 
sideration of vital interest As general!; 
managed, very much of tbe accnmnlations 
of barnyard manure, left exposed to the 
elemental while in the yard, are reduced in 
Tain*, in consequence of the exposure, or 
hon being scattered thinly over too large 
an uta, and trampled into the soil during 
inclement weather. There is often connect- 
ed with a barnyard a lane that leads back to 
other fields of the farm, or lo a creek where 
the stock obtain their water snpply. To 
this lane the stock oiten have iree access, 
and wander up and down this avenue hun- 
dreds of times each winter, to pick a little 
grass thai may be exposed along the fences, 
sometimes because they are driven there by 
their stronger companions, or to snn tbem- 
Mlies during pleasant weather, or simply 
to exercise the freedom offered them. Many 
doUan' worth of the most concentiated 
farm fertilizer is thereby lost to the farm 
each year, and to all the remedy is plain 
and simple. Instead of throwing the ma- 
nure from the stables ont nnder tbe drip- 
pings of the eves, it should be thrown nn 
der a permanent or temporary shelter, and 
hauled to tbe field at any time, winter or 
spring, and placed in heaps over theanrfa<c 
of tbe farm. 
There should be sufficient 


abed room or a basement 
commodions 


enough to shelter all tbe stock comlbriably, 
and keep them spending most of tbe winter 
under said shelter. 
A barnyard largr 


enough for the straw stack and fifteen foot 
(pace around that, before the fences or 
buildings are reached, is of sufficient di- 
mensions for all practical pmposes. 
When 


buildings do not border on the yard a high 
tight board fence sboulrt be constructed, to 
act as a wind-break, and prove a grattful 
shelter to tbe stock, saving both feed and 
manure.—American Agriculturist.

THE WATEE FAMINE.— Pittsbnrg, Nov. 


1. — Water is becoming a scarce article, 
owing to the continnauce of dry weather. 
All over western Pennsylvania much incon- 
venience is being occasioned by the drying 
up of the sonrces oi snpply, and the precions 
fluid has, in many instances, to be trans- 
ported for miles. A heavy rainiall is, 
therefore, awaited anxiously. 


Along the line of the Pennsylvania rail- 


road between this city and Altoona the 
effects of the dronth are particularly felt. 


Both the railroad and a number of towns 


between these points are experiencing the 
unpleasant sensation of having to hustle for 
their water supply. At two points on the 
Pittobnrg division it is found necessary to 
bring water from miles away by trains. 
At 


GalJitzin, the highest point in the Alle- 
gheny Mountains, water is also at a preminm 
these days, and the snpply is brought from 
Portage, ten miles distant. 


The city reservoir in Altoona is proving 


entirely inadequate to furnish the city. 
In 


iact, bnt a few inches of water is in it and 
the reservoir of the Pennsylvania railroad 
has been called upon. 


The same story is told in other towns. In 


Greensbnrg the local water company is nn- 
able to furnish a fall supply to its patrons, 
and many of them have been compelled to 
iall back upon their wells. 
Irwin is in the 


same condition, as tbe people of that place 
secure their water from the same company 
that supplies Gieensburg.
